In the New Yoru Gazette, a few days 
since, a plan was mentioned for the erection of 
a bridge across the East River. Another 
paper scoffed at the project as impracticable and 


| wmelese. The Gazserre of yesterday says:— 


Having broached the subject, we have been 
furnished with the outlines of the plan, which 
are simple, economical and can be carried into 
effect with great ease and facility, and such, we 
believe, will be the general impression when 
the particulars are known. It is contemplated 
to have a chain suspension bridge, thrown from 
the heights at Brooklyn to the foot of Maiden 
lane, being the most eligible spots, and ins the 
city nearest to the seat of business. The main 
piers will project from the New York and 


Brooklyn sides 300 feet into the river, forming 


three agghes, until they reach the wharf or 
landing» which. will leave the centre or main 
channel, 500 yards, for the passage of vessels of 
the tre class. The length of the bridge be- 
tween the toll gates.on each side, wi'l be 2100 
feet, the height of the piers, from high water 
line ta the level of the floor.way, will be 160 
feet, aad from the floor way to the extreme point 
of the suspending pier, 65 feet. It is contem- 
plated to have two carriage ways, each 12 fect 
wide, with a centre passago of four feet for pas- 
sengers, The heaviest part of the work, will 
be the stones abutments and suspension piers.— 
These will form a solid work of granite, of gra- 
dual descent, with a fall of one foot in every 
ten; and if the abutment fs fixed at the foot of 
Maiden lane, the ascent will probably commence 
from Pearl street, leaving light and airy arches 
over Water, Front and South sts. for travelling. 
—The chains for the level of the carriage ways 
will consist of 16, connected with chain plates, 
bars, bolis, and vertical and trussed rods; the 
flooring will consist of three tier of planks, three 
inches thick, two laid transversely and one lon- 
gitudinally, with side guards of oak. It is com- 
puted that upwards of 2100 tons weight of iron 
will be required to complete the suspension part 
of the bridge, and the aggregate estimate of the 
cost of the work will be something more than 
$600,000. The necessary drawings and models 
will be exhibited upon the formation of the Coin- 
pasy. It is supposed $100,000 aro annually 
paid in ferriages across the East River, and on 
a reduction of one third of the present rates, 
the nett receipts of the bridge, with the increase 
of travelling, will be $150,000—and New York 
and Brooklyn will resemble London and West- 
minister. The rise of property in Brooklyn 
alone will defray the expense of the project. A 
suggestion of great importance has been made 
to the projector, by an intelligent gentleman, 
which is to lay down pipes of large calibre, 
woder the flooring in the centre, and on eaeh 
side of the bridge, for the conveyance of pure 
water from Brooklyn, which, from the differ- 
ence in height, can readily furnish an ample 
supply for the city, at very lutle addstional ex- 
pense. It is, altogether, a project of great in- 
terest to the city, and apparently feasible, as 
Chain Suspension Bridges are auperseding the 
old plans thronghout Europe. |

Under the new regulations le Loxpon 
Poticr, the whole force is divid€d into com- 
panies, one for each local district.

structions for the guidance of the officers 
and men have been drawn up, appareptly 
with great care, and are voluminous gh 
to form a pamphlet of considerable size. 
Those addressed to the latter of these two 
classes will. probably be thought worth the 
space they occupy. They are the follow- 
ing:— 

ng police constable in the force may ne 
to riso by intelligence and good con uct to t 
superior stations; it is therefore recommended 


to each man to endeavour, by studying these 
instructions, and by reflecting upon the nature 


for such promotion. But at the commencement 
he will most certainly r d himself to no- 
tice by a diligent discharge of his own duties, 
and a strict obedience to the commands of his 
superiors, recollecting that he who has been ac- 
customed to submit to discipline, will be con- 
sidered best qualified to enforce it hereafter. 

He will reside in the section at the house ap- 
pointed; he will devote the whole of his time 
and abilities to the service. He is at all times 
to appear neat in his person, and correctly 
dressed in the established uniform. His de- 
meanour should be respectful towards his offi- 
cers. He shall readily and punctually obey the 
orders and instruction® of the serjeants, inspec- 
tors, and superintendents: if they appear to him 
either unlawful or improper, he may complain 
to the commissioners, who will pay due atten- 
tion to him; but any refusal to perform the com- 
mands of his superiors, or negligence in doing 
so, cannot be suffered. 

When he has to go on duty, he will take care 
to be at the appoinied place, if not before, pre- 
cisely at the prescribed hour. He is to fa'l in 
with the others of his party, and, after inspec- 
tion by the serjeant, and receiving any orders 
that may be necessary, he is to be marched by 
his scrjeant to the section. A particular portion 
of the section is committed to his care; he will 
have previously received from his serjeante a 
card with the names of the streets, &c., forming 
his beat. He will be held responsible for the 
security of the lives, and safety of all property, 
of every person within his beat, and for the pre- 
servation of the peace and general good order 
of th® whole, during the time he is on duty. 

He must understand what powers he posses- 
ses to effect these objects, either by arresting 











criminals, disturbers of the peace, and evil dis- 
posed persons, by entering houses when he is 


| 

| required, by taking bundles, and other articles 
| carried at night by suspicious persons; and he is 
| 


recommended to read carefully the instructions 
| given to him respecting the general duties of a 
| constable. 
| But it is likewise indispensably necessary that 
he should make himself perfectly acquainted 
| with all the parts of his beat or section, with the 
| streets, thoroughfares, courts, and houses. 

He will be expected to possess a knowledge 
also of the inhabitants of each house. It must 
be obvious to him that he will be much assisted 
in the performance of his dhties by making him- 
self acquainted with all such particulars; 
without knowing them he cannot hope to 
be a really efficient police officer, nor expect to 
tise inthe service. He will be able to see every 
p2rt of his beat, at Iéast once in ten minutes or 
a quarter of an hour; and this he will be expect- 
ed to do; so that any person requiring assistance, 


by remaining in the same spot for that length of 


| time, must certainly meet a constable. 

This regularity of moving through his beat 
shall not, however, prevent his remaining at 
any particular place, if his presence there be 
necessary to observe the conduct of any suspect- 
| ed person, or for eny oth r good reason; but he 
will be required to satisfy his serjeant, or supe- 
rior officers, that there was a sufficient cause 
for such apparent irregularity. He will also at-

Hort Sprincs or Anxansas.—A writer in 
the Little Rock Gazette, gives the following de: 
scription of the [ot Springs of Arkagaas?—— 

The Springs are about five miles im a direct 
line from tke Washita river, and about a quarter 
of a north of the Louisianadine,. They 
break out of the side of a mountain, are very 
numerous, ahd ebundant in water: indeed, they 
burst but every where in the sides and 
a very pretty rocky little creeR, into they 
all rum.

ter. I should judge the warmest spring to 
have a temperature of 180 degrees. Practical 
persons will recognisd the of heat by the 
fact that the water will readily scald the hair from 
hoge. I believe they are the warmest waters 
known, except those of the Hecla, in Iceland. 
The water retains ite heat for a great length o! 
time; let into a bath at night, it is of a right 
température to bathe inthe morning? I is used 
either by bathing in the water, or by exposing 
the hody to the steam which arises [rom it when 
con ; and for this purpose, some rude con- 
trivances are raised over two or three of the 
principal springs. They have producéd exttaor- 
diary eures: in rheumatism, paralysis, liver 
compteint, enlargement of the spleen, eruptions, 
pulmonaty complaints, obstructions aad chronic 
disorders of every kind.

Ixpras Supensrirrons.—The Alabann {a- 
telligencer publishes the copy of a law 
enacted by the proper authorities of the two 
districte of the Choctaw Nation of Indians, 
upen thé’snbjects of witches and witeards, whith 
in a curioety, and shows strongly that notwith- 
standing all the efferts made at civilization the 
** Indians are Indians still.’ The more igno- 
rant part of the Indians (we quote the intelli. 
gencer) believe in the existence of « tous 
wild man of the woods, who can confer super- 
natural powers. The person assuming euch 
powers in said to deposit hie entrails ho a 
bush or bough of a tree, and is then enabled to 
do all manner of mischief unseen until he re- 
sumes his entrails, The doctors have been ia 
the habit of pronouncing any one, they were 
called to see, bewitched by some particular In- 
dian. This was a eufficien§. warrant for the 
friends of the patient without further ceremony 
to attack and kill with impunity the pro- 
nounced by the docter to be a witch. In thie 
way many innocent persons have fallen victims 
to this papeien superstition, The enlightened 
Chiefs and head men are incredulous upon the 
subject; but have found the popular faith too 
strong and deep rooted to be met and ovet- 
thrown by a direct attack; and have therefore 
enacted a law which, while it countenances the 
superstition of the ignorant, renders it harmless; 
for if the forme of the law be observed it is im- 
possible that another victim should fall. «

Whereas it has been an old custom of the 
Choctaws to punish persons said to be wizzards 
or witches with death, without giving them a 
fair trial by any disinterested persons; and many
